BUILT IN RECORD TIME 


‘London, September 1. 
Down the Mersey this month will 
sail a ship that has been built in 
record time, bound on a 13,000-mile 
voyage for work in the strangest 
and most beautiful part of the 
warld—the Pacific Islands. 


The contract for this ship—the 
Southern Cross—was only placed 
five months. ago. By working on 
the construction all hours of the 
day in the shipyards of Messrs. 
Cammel} Laird and Ca, in Birken- 
head, it hap just been completed to 
time. 

This is the ship that will take 
the place of the former Melanesian 
mission ship. Southern Cross, 
whien was wrecked on her maiden 
voyage in the New Hebrides last 
October. 

Immediately the Melanesian Mis- 
sion could do so it placed this con- 
tract, for in the meantime their 
bishop in the Pacific, Bishop Bad- 
deley, hus had to charter any sort 
of craft available to visit the 
islands. 

Though Bishop Baddeley has 
done all he can, he fa so handicap- 
ped that there are some remote 
islands in the New Hebrides— 
Mota, Rata, Vanua Lava, and 
others—which have not been visit- 
ed for nore than 12 months.
